Moral - Don’t Economize 


The chances are that there will be no Head 
Start program in Wilmington this summer. If 
such is the case the ‘‘fault’’ will lie with the 
local administrators - for they haven't spent 
enough money! 

Head Start programs througout the nation are 
being cut back. The guiding direction seems to 
have been formulated around a cost figure of 
$15,000. If the Head Start program in a com- 
munity costs over $15,000 in previous years, 
then it can continue. If the cost was less than 
$15,000 the program is to be cut out. 

In Wilmington the program was deliberately 
held to the lowest possible cost. Wilmington 
will suffer accordingly. 

There had been no raise in pay for the per- 
sonnel for several years. In every way possible 
economy had been practised. Last year’s pro- 
gram cost $14,300 - and that was $700 short 
of the magic figure. 

Head Start is a program which has an enor- 
mous social impact, and is a necessity, in 
many parts of the nation. It worked well in this 
town, and long range benefits were to be ex- 
pected. It’s loss will be felt, over the years 


Woburn Street Sidewalks 


Some people are just beginning to discover 
that the town must spend money for a sidewalk 
from Hathaway Acres to the Woburn Street 
School.

school near Hathaway Acres - one on each side 
of Interstate 93. The program was planned to 
reduce school construction costs, and to re- 
duce school bus costs. 

But that program was not to be. The powers 
of that day and age saw to that. The deliberate- 
ly sabotaged ideas of economy, in school build- 
ing, and the town has probably spent an extra 
million dollars, or maybe more, in the past 
dozen years as a consequence, for:schools. 

And the sidewalk problems - now burgeon- 
ing - are in part a result of that action of a 
dozen years ago. 

Don’t blame any of the incumbent Selectmen. 
None of them had anything to do with that de- 
cision 

But, because that fore-sighted program was 
sabotaged the town has been paying for school 
bus transportation, every year, from Hathaway 
Acres to the Woburn Street School. The pro- 
gram must be entirely paid for by the town - 
no state aid. It costs thousands each year, 
and the total cost to date is something short 
of $200,000. 

To that figure the taxpayers may now add the 
cost of a sidewalk that wasn’t needed. 

The price will be somewhere between $40,000 
and $50,000. 


On Fire Whistles 


Wilmington has had a whistle, as an alarm 
for fires, since, it is believed, 1892. Maybe 
it was later than that, but the first one was in 
the steeple of the Town Hall, and operated off

BOOTS AND BLADES 


The voungsters trying to imi- 
tate a great airplane soaring 
across the ice have actually been 
doing the Spiral without knowing 
it. Anyone having taken ballet 
lessons should find the Spiral 
fairly easy to do because it is 
similar to an arabesque position. 
It may also be done on either 
foot. Lets try it according to 
W.F'S.C. standards 

Holding arms at shoulder level. 
palms down. start with two strong 
forward strokes to obtain some 
speed. Keep the head erect with 
eves looking in the direction of 
travel. Using the second stroke 
as a one foot glide. bend forward 
from the hips. Life and extend 
the free leg straight out behind 
pointing the toe and at the same 
time press down with the chest 
and arch the back. The body 
should now be at least in a paral- 
lel position to the ice with both 
the skating knee and the free knee 
locked in a straight position 

Errors encountered most often 
are failure to hold the head up. 
holding the gree leg to one side or 
too low and bending the free knee. 
The Spiral position may be prac 
ticed in the home as a regular 
exercise contributing to a better 
performance on the ice. 

Just a word of caution: To avoid 
accidents involving cuts from 
skate blades. be sure there are 
no skaters behind vou when vou 
start to raise the free leg

members of SILC. 

Solid Waste Disposal 
Selectmen of each of the nine 
towns are to receive questions 
as to the local attitude towards 
the problems of waste disposal, 
and whether or not the SILC rep- 
resentatives should pursue a 
study leading to the establishment 
of a regional incinerator. 

Forest Hicks of Carlisle told 
the group that probably the best 
service would come from incine- 
rators which served a population 
of at least 250,000. He had a 
lengthy report, which covered 
many factors. There was, he 
said. no one best solution to the 
problem of waste disposal 

One interesting item was that 
San Francisco had studied a plan 
to dispose of its waste on an im- 
mense salt desert, near Mount 
Lassen. There was enough desert 
there. he said, to take care of 
10,000 tons of refuse a day for 
the next 600 years. A railroad 
siding of 63 miles was planned, 
for the operation, but San Fran- 
cisco turned it down. 

The City of Pasedena, California 
has a program where small Cush- 
man scooter type vehicles accom- 
pany a large trailer truck. and 
shoot into backyards to pick up 
rubbish which is hauled to the big 
truck. It is quite a system. the 
members were told, and the City 
has everything scrubbed down 
every night

Wislotski of the Burlington Board of Selectmen told SILC 
representatives on February 25th. 


cars, trucks, large boulders and 
stumps. 

Some cities bill their residents 
for pick-up, and use the water 
bill to do this. 

Another item that goes into the 
costs of waste disposal is the 
question of long-haul versus 
short-haul 

A place can afford a long-distance 
haul if there is a disposal system 
that will accomodate the mate- 
rials, 

Sanitary Landfill. if adequately 
maintained, has no esthetic dis- 
turbances. The area used must 
be completely filled every even- 
ing. The cost seems to be be- 
tween $2.50 and $4.00 a ton. 

Incineration is probably most 
used, after land fill programs, 
particularly high temperature 
incineration. The only unplea- 
sant effect seems to be if the 
program is not in use 24 hours 
a day. when there is a light ash 
10 to 20% of the materials burned 
remains as a residue for a land 
fill program or other. 

The Lowell incinerator is still 
looking for customers. but the 
‘Town of Bedford sometimes has 
to find other means of disposing 
of waste materials. when the 
incinerator is overloaded. This 
happened for two or three weeks, 
last year. 

The Japanese have what is 
called the Tezuki method of com- 
pression. Waste is compressed 
into bales. and dumped into the 
deep ooze of Tokyo Harbor. The 
cost is $20 a ton. 

The Sierra Club backs a re- 
cycling program. The cost for 
Paper is $8 to $12 a ton - almost 
at a break-even point. There is 
no profit in autos, in such a pro- 
gram. because people always 
have stripped the cars before 
they arrive at a re-cycling plant, 
of copper and aluminum products 

Locally there are incineration 
programs by Eastern Gas. by 
Reclamation ‘Systems. and by 
somebody called Fred Miller. 
according to Hicks. There is 
nothing that is really satisfac- 
tory. and one of the problems is 
good public relations, 

He believed that the SILC area 
could organize a regional incin- 
eration program, with appointed 
members to form a committee 
and formulate a study which 
should take less than one year. 

The committee could check the 
laws, particularly to prevent 
pollution, check legal powers for 
eminent domain, and when the 
planning stage is completed. sub- 
mit the proposal to the towns. 

Hicks said that it was impor- 
tant, if such a program was to 
be planned. that Public Relations 
must be a part of the operation 
He reminded the group that the 
entire area in the SILC region 
is geologically a “glacial ground- 
wash". and that it is extremely 
susceptible to water pollution. 
He felt that an incinerator was 
the only answer, and that an in- 
cinerator should be for an area 
larger than SILC.

Wesley House Closed 


A decision has been made to 


\ temporarily close Wesley House 


‘activities. Kerr Zucker. Recrea- 
tion Director stated that the de- 
cision was not made for any one 
reason, but because of a general 
lack of responsibility on the part 
of the youth who make use of the 
drop-in center. 
©The Wesley House activities 
were started in response to a 
meeting held in August with the 
vouth of the town, who stated that 
there was nothing to do in Wil- 
mington, At this meeting at the 
Library the youth criticized the 
present vouth center as having 
too much adult chaperonage and 
the “Coffee House" as not meet- 
ing the needs of all 

According to Zucker. the oppor- 
tunity to assume responsibility 
for their own activities was of- 
fered in the Wesley House, Except 
for 10 or 12 young people. who 


were trvitig to get something done. 
the majority of those attending 
neither offered suggestions for 
their own entertainment or parti- 
cipated in the policing of their 
peers during the activities. 

There seems to be a need for 
some adult leadership whether or 
not it is recognized. 

“The whole idea of policing 
themselves. means to be involved 
when someone tries by their words 
or actions to destroy the purpose 
of the center. Some of the young 
people, when an incident arises 
claim not to have participated 
in the activity, It has been said 
that if vou are not part of the so- 
lution. you are part of the prob- 
tem." Zucker postulated. 

A decision to call another open 
meeting. if the youth request to 
do so is being considered. The 
meeting would air why the Wes- 
lev House activity failed and find 
out what the youth really want 


Other programs put into effect 
since last fall, such as the open 
gyms, volley ball, ski trips. 
movies and dances are all well 
attended ‘These programs. 
Zucker stated do not require 
leadership from the young people.

taken down (it is still in existance) about the 
time the fire-whistle was put in. 

And the motor - well it had some odd number 
volts to run it - 312 or 456 or something like 
that. It had to take its power from the street 
car wires, which was in those days the only 
source of electric power in town. So - the 
motor had to use the same voltage that the 
street car line was using. 

That street car line came from Reading, and 
went to Billerica, and the writer is certain of 
the date it was constructed, because his daddy, 
16 years old, had his first job in the new 
world carrying ties for the right-of-way on 
his shoulders. That was in 1892. 

Itwas the first electric street car line in 
Massachusetts. It came up Lowell Street, 
turned right onto Wildwood Street, down to 
Nichols Corner (i.e. Middlesex Avenue) and 
up to Church Street and the center, then over 
the bridge at Burlington Avenue, and up along 
the Middlesex Canal bank to Shawsheen Ave- 
nue, thence to Billerica. 

What the street car people were trying to do 
was to establish a through passenger route, 
from Boston to Lowell. 

Legally it couldn't be done, because when 
the Boston & Lowell Railroad was chartered, 
back in the 1830s it had, from the legislature, 
an exclusive right to transport passengers to 
Lowell other than by canal barge. The Bos- 
ton and Maine, which bought out the Boston 
and Lowell. still had that franchise, in the 
1890's. 

A passenger could go by street car to Read- 
ing. And from Lowell he could go to Billerica. 
So the street car people constructed a street 
car line from Reading to Billerica, and a pas- 
senger could, if he made the right connections, 
go from Boston to Reading, to Billerica, to 
Lowell. The fare, incidently, from Reading to 
Billerica was five cents. 

Anyway, with and perhaps after the establish- 
ment of the street car line came the fire 


whistle in the Town Hall, and it was used to 
summon the farmers of that day, before there 
was anything like a Fire Department, and 
Brave Fire Laddies in Wilmington. 

The old Town Hall fire whistle stopped its 
service about 1921, which was about the time 
that the old street cars stopped. When the 
steeple of the Town Hall was torn down, about 
1950, the whistle came down too. Where it 
is today the writer knows not. 

Today. there is, of course, a deep throated 
monster in the Fire Station, and there are 
alarm boxes almost all over town, for the use 
of citizenry who might have a fire in their 
home, and for pranksters who have nothing 
to do and want some fun. 

When the whistle blows, particularly on a 
hot summer night, say at 10:30 pm on a Sat- 
urday, all of Wilmington hops into the family 
transportation and takes off for the site of the 
fire, or false alarm. It takes quite a bit of 
speeding, on the part of the cops, just to get 
there first and ward off the crowds, and of 
course that too is part of the fun. If there 
were no cops present,, for the average indivi- 
dual to elude, half the fun would be lost. 

Oh yes, there has been another use for fire 
whistles, at least so the writer is told. Back 
sometime in the World War II days there was 
no quorum, the tale goes at a Special Town 
Meeting. Someone had a brilliant idea, and 
had the whistle blown, and when the crowds 
came rushing to see the fire some of the 
voters were pulled into the meeting, which 
could then proceed with a legal quorum. The 
writer has never attended such a meeting, 
but he has heard stories of at least one being 
so held. 

The point of all this is that the Town of 
Reading in January discontinued the use of 
its fire alarm, except for Second Alarms. 
The Fire Chief in that town says that all the 
fire whistle does is to attract crowds at what 
would be just ordinary hum-drum fires. 

He may have a point, and if, someone in Wil- 
mington can think up another activity for 10:30 
p.m. on hot Saturday nights in the summer,
